as a decision upon the establishing of 
athletic grounds here Is concerned. The 
question which arises with those who 
have been approached by the represen- 
tative of the Kastorn teams Is one pure- 
ly of (limncial results. Can the venture 
bo made profitable? Those bc-hind the 
movement to revive the game look at 
•hi» phase of the matter with an eye to 
the business end of it. Some hesitancy 
is natural before a man assents to a 
proposition that will involve the ex- 
penditure of several thousand dollars 
•with no\ Immediate surety of return. 
There are a number of locations which 
could be selected for use- as baseball 
grounds, but certain objections are rais- 
ed 'as each is suggested. So far as- Oak- 
land IH concerned the most feasible is 
thiU mentioned some weeks ago. The 
land is now in the hands o£ Messrs. P. 
K Bowles of the First National bank 
and K. M. Fitzgerald. These gentlemen 
ha\e been approached by the represen- 
tative of the Eastern team, but as yet 
they have offered no definite answer. 
The location of their property is one of 
the best that could be chosen so far as 
Oakland Itself is concerned. There arc- 
some other considerations which do not 
seem to have been suggested to the pro- 
moters of the game. 


While I have no doubt that Oakland 


would be a warm supporter of the game 
under the conditions proposed, from a 
financial point of view 1 would be in- 
clined to coincide with the Ideas of an. 
old-time enthusiast who has been dis- 
cussing the matter with me quite re- 
cently. He brings strongly to bear the 
suggestion that there is a big San Fran- 
cisco contingent to draw upon for the 
games here as well as on the other 
side of the bay.
